Nixon voiced his extreme pilea- 
sure that U.S. relations with Egypt, 
broken off during the 1967 Middle 
East war, were resumed recently 
after a long period of misunder- 
standing and non-cooperation. Nixon 
praised Sadat as a man of vision, 
whose statesmenship was helping 
the Middle East to move towards 
better times. 

The two Presidents’ first session 
of talks yesterday lasted 100 minutes 
and, to White Honse 
Press Ronald Ziegler, they 
reviewed the internafional situation, 
including the Middle East in some

The King David Hotel will be 
busier on Sunday morning than 
at any time in its 42-year-history 
when virtually all its 450 guests 
troop down to the lobby after 
breakfast to check out.

Arab world is now tilting 
towards the United States. So by 
his present visit, President Nixon 
visibly identifies himself, in the very 
roidst of his impeachment troubles, 
with what looks like a success. 

But underneath the <Areb tilt 
there is a disruptive process almost 
certain to pit poor Arabs against 
rich Arabs in the near future. The 
real question, accordingly, is not 
whether this trip is necessary, but 
whether it isn't risky. 

The basic current now running 
in the Middle Bast is a 
from international tension to eco- 
nomic development. Egypt and Syria 
have moved to begin to settle their 
dispute with Israel, The Syrian 
agreement opens the way to arrange- 
ments engaging Jordan and the 
Palestinian Arabs. 

The United States, because of its 
contacts with Israel and the sitifal 
diplomacy of Henry Kissinger, wes 
able to play a useful role in easing 
the tension between Jews and Arabs. 
On his present trip, Mr, ‘Nixon will 
be basking in the success of Dr. 
Kissinger’s efforts. 

But even as the Arab dispute with 
Israel recedes, a new conflict comes 
forward. It is the conflict of in- 
terest between the few thinly popu- 
lated Arab states, enriched by oil, 
and the other Arab states, which 
are impoverished by geography. "Δ. 
few numbers tell the story. 

On the low side of the scale, 
there is Egypt, It has a population 
of 35 million. But its income per 
person, or per capita Gross National 
Product, is reckoned at about 220 
dollars annually. Syria, with a po- 
pulation of about seven million and 
a per capita annual income of 
about 290 doHars, is in ‘tthe same 
boat. So is Jordan, with a popula- 
tion of 2.5 million and an annual 
individual income of 260 dollars. 

All three countries, moreover, are 
increasing their national product by 
only 2 to 3 per cent annually. 
Since their population is rising at 
the same rate, personal income is 
virtually standing still 

In dramatic contrast, there are 
the oil-rich countries aroumi the 
Persian Gulf. Saudi Arabia, with a 
population of about 900,000 per- 
sons, has now an annual per capita
